Rescue workers labored through 
the night cutting bodies and sur­ 
vivors out of the twisted wreck­ 
age. 


Gerhard Hostel, a senior Tire 
Department official, said the bod­ 
ies had been so mangled “ we 
may never know how many per­ 
sons were killed."

Twelve minute* after a nuclear attack warn­ 
ing, 1,700 employe* at the Rohm & llaa* plant in 
Bristol Township will have scurried, like Alice 
down the rabbit hole, into one of the nation’* few 
privately built underground mass care fallout 
shelter*. 
Yesterday, plant officials for the first time open­ 
ed the shelter’* steel air and water tight bulkhead 
door* to newsmen, photographers, Colonel Lewis 
R . Stretch, county Civil Defense director; Rus­ 
sell W. Fell, deputy county Cl) director and Clar­ 
ence Bixler, Bristol Township CD director. 
As plant officials reeled off statistics about the 
shelter built five years ago at a cost of about 
$400,000, members of the touring party looked about 
in amazement. 
IS Feet Underground 
They were standing IS feet below ground, pro­ 
tected on all sides from a blast of a 20-megaton 
H-bomb exploded as near as five miles, by two 
feet of earth and 16 inches of reinforced concrete, 
a total of 40 inches of radiation-resistant material. 
On one side in a sort of anteroom in the 15,- 
000 square foot shelter that took six months to con­ 
struct, is the brain and nerve center of the op­ 
eration, the command post. 
Inside this room are radios that net with the 
Rohm & Haas Bridesburg, Philadelphia plant, 
(similar shelters have been built at the Phila­ 
delphia plant and at the company’s Knoxville, 
Tenn. and Houston, Texas, facilities.) U. S. Steel’s 
Fairless Works, intra-shelter radios and radios iii 
emergency vehicles located in the tunnel lead­ 
ing to the shelter. Other radios net with Civil De­ 
fense headquarters In Doylestown and other citizen 
band receivers. 
Microfilm Machine 
Several tape recorders can receive messages 
should an operator Im* called away from a radio. 
Also in the command post is a microfilm ma­ 
chine that can photograph and reproduce company 
records stored in the shelter. Maps of the area 
line the walls, pocket dosimeters, instruments that 
measure radiation levels, are stored ready for use 
along with first aid mid emergency rescue supplies. 
Diagonally across from this riMim is the shel­ 
ter’* heart, two gas-powered electrical genera­ 
tors that put out 50 kilowatts (KDA) an hour. 
One generator operates at a time. The other is a 
spare. Auxiliary generator* are at hand should 
the main power source, completely independent 
from other plant facilities, fail. The main genera­ 
tor begins to work automatically as soon os 
public power fails. 
Can Be Hand Operated 
Another room houses water wells, deep enough 
to prevent contamination, pumping, cooling, circu­ 
lating and recirculating equipment, all of which 
can be hand operated if need be. 
Food for a two-week stay, canned vegetables, 
soup, meat, fruit, juice, coffee, tea and multiple 
purpose food is in still another larger room.

Games such as chess and checkers and play­ 
ing cards are stored iii barrels as are books and 
bibles. Each type of supply Item is numbered. 
Food is rotated through the plant cafeteria sys­ 
tem every six mouths to insure freshness. 


A dispensary provides facilities for a doctor 
and a nurse or a nurse, depending upon the time 
of the attack warning Both medical people are 
on hand during the day, the nurse at night. 
Inhabitants of the shelter report to predes­ 
ignated locations in 12 long corridors la the shel­ 
ter. Forty per cent of the occupants sleep on ply­

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy confers with Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko 
late today on the possibility of 
bringing the Berlin crisis to the 
conference table before it sparks 
a nuclear war. 
U.S. officials said the 5 pm ., 
EDT, White House meeting might 
prove to be a turning point in 
Soviet-American efforts to find a 
mutually 
acceptable 
basis for 
East-West negotiations. 
Much depends, they added, on 
the instructions Gromyko has re­ 
ceived from Soviet Premier Ni­ 
kita Khrushchev since the foreign 
minister’s meeting with Secretary 
of State Dean Rusk last Satur­ 
day. 
Rusk, during three sessions in 
New York with Gromyko, thought 
he detected some evidence of pos­ 
sible Soviet willingness to move 
toward formal 
negotiations on 
'honorable” term s., 
Rusk planned to attend the 
White lioase meeting between 
Kennedy and Gromyko. Others 
scheduled to be present were So­ 
viet affairs adviser Charles E. 
Bolden and Asst. Secretary of 
State for European Affairs Foy 
D. Kohler. 
Kennedy was expected to em­ 
phasize to Gromyko the firm de­ 
termination of the Western pow­ 
ers to fight if necessary to defend 
their rights in Berlin.
